to the Jliucs. 


SIIATTI,.:, Wash., August 25. — The 


oteamer Willamette of the 1'acUic Gonflt 
Steamship Company, which left Seattle 
August 9th with 850 men bound for the 
Klondyke, arrived back thin morning at 
10 o'clock. 


The Willamette took up the largeat 


number of passengers ever taken to 
Alaska, but brought back only eeven. 
Of thirty-six sailors who went up only 
six returned, tbe others either deserting 
or quitting at Skaguay. Newa is re- 
ceived by tbe Willamette of the suicide 
of an unknown man on the Dyea trail. 
There are conOicting stories as to tbe 
condition of the Skaguay trail. 


Tbe first day or two out on the up 


trip, there was much confusion and 
annoyance at meal time, and especially 
in the steerage, where 000 men were fed. 
The tables would only accommodate 
about sixty-live and uoneequently every 
plate had to be eot nine or ten tunes. 
Ae fast as a man would get up another 
would glide in. Tho orgunizatiun known 
aa tiio "committee" look things in hand 
at onco and endeavored to arrange with 
tbi! steward some plan to avoid con- 
fusion.

The 
first dance houoo and ealoon wan opened 
while the Willamette was in port. It la 
run by Billy Chapman, formerly of 
Junoiui. Hu took up a piano, and the

•lirst hour that tho dance house was 
open for drinks and tho venture htul not 
baeii very well advertised either. 


A HINT TO ISEUAVi;. 


On tho outside of the dance houec ifl a 


TOO, upon which several significant no- 
tices aro posted, and from a limb of 
which danizlea a nuw ono-inch rope with 
a noose. Thie was put there by the vig- 
ilance committee, and it IB more effect- 
ivti than a hundred volumes of statutes 
against crimo. 


There ara many restaurants at Skag- 


uay, hut tho faru is poor. While the 
unloading of the Willamette was in 
progress, an oxdtini! incident occurred, 
Tho passen^era and cro\v of the Willam- 
ette were fed fresh hoof every day on 
their trip up, and at Skaguay about 
thirty men from aehoro were employed 
to help unload. Tlioy took tho places 
of tho men who had quit, and they heard 
that tho faro aboard the Willamette was 
freuh beef. About tbnt time thu steward 
ordered a change of diet on tho boat to 
pork and henna. This was a change for 
the crow, but it was decidedly dietaste- 
ful to the now men, who had been liv- 
ing on those oucculent dishes for sev- 
eral weeks. They thought that 
they 


had been deliberately abused, and they 
grumbled among themselves. Finding 
sympathy in talking over trouble, on o 
bold fellow after dinner, when tho crow 
had just oaten nnd beforo they had re- 
sumed work, mounted the hurricane 
deck of the steamer and, drawing his 
his revolver und nourishing it in tho air, 
announced that tha next meal would 
contain u liberal supply of fresh me fit or 
there would ha a young graveyard 
startod. No one soemod to take this an- 
nounce men t very auriouely, aud at tho 
next m«:il tho bold, bad man scrambled 
into the moss ot pork and beana as 
meekly na tiio others. 


"pIjAYISt. HOUSE." 


According to floine accounts the ter- 


rors of Skaeuuy trail soem to have been 
only half related. Thomas Stauton, who 
came on the host, was surrounded by a 
throng of eager listeners aa soon as ho 
touched tbe wharE. lie saya one of his 
friends hnd stopped at Skaguay and was 
packing. An acquaintance in the crowd 
asked what tho man left up north waa 
doing. "Oh, playing horaa." replied 
tbe disappointed passenger and then he 
went on: 
"Tho Bkaguay trail is tbe 


worat place you ever saw. There ia one 
place that the greenhorns don't seem to 
know about. They pile a pack on a 
horse and when tho horse gets to this 
bad place the pack hits against the rocks 
and of course makes tho horee step out 
to keap his balance. Down go his feot 
and over goes the horee. I eaw one mu e 
turn three complete somersaults and the 
owner never went after his pack or any- 
thing." 


Purser H. W. Skinner, of the Willa- 


mette, eaya that only one-tenth of tbe 
miners now at Skaguay and Dyea will 
get over the passes, but that if they do 
not it will not be becanae the two passes 
are not in condition for travel.

cathedral, where a Te Deum had been 
sung. Tbe assassin was arrested. 


Tbe assassin is a youth named Arre- 


dondo. President Borda died almost 
mmediately after ha was shot. Senor 
JueetaH, president of the senate, has aa- 
inmed the presidency of the republic ad 
u tori HI.

evening. Tbe structures were a total 
OBS, the school building being burned 
to the ground and tbe residence being 
eft in ruins. 


Tbe fire started in tho school building, 


and its origin is a mystery. The interior 
wafl evidently all ablaze before tbe 
lames were seen breaking through the 
windows. By tho time the department 
arrived it wae in a mass of flamed and the 
residence adjoining on the north was 
tlso on fire. The flames leapt high into 
he air, and tbe beat was BO intense that 
the firemen with difficulty could get 
near enough at first to play tho hose 
vith effect. 


The tire burned with remarkable ra- 


iJdity and it waa not long till a. pile of 
JoA'iiig embers was all that wits loft of 
Ii9 school building. Early in the pro- 
ureas of the fire there wero eomc elrango 
sploBioiia which cannot be accounted 
or. rim reports were sharp but ii'jt 
leavy.
